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Council likely to refuse request to run services 


OSWESTRY Town Council has in¬ 
dicated it will not be taking on the 
running of the town’s closure-threat- 
ened library and leisure centre. 

Shropshire Council has said it will 
no longer run the services and has 
asked parish and town councils to 
take on the responsibility. 

But the town council said, al¬ 
though the decision was not final, it 


was likely it would not be taking on 
the running of the two services after 
being warned by the government to 
protect taxpayers from excessive pre¬ 
cept increases. 

Mayor Paul Milner said the ad¬ 
vice came from Marcus Jones MP, 
parliamentary undersecretary of 
state for local government. In order 
to have provided the services, the 


town council would have had to have 
increased its council tax by 260 per 
cent. It would mean the average band 
D property would have seen its bills 
increase from £69.92 to £181.16 per 
year. 

However the council is looking to 
take on youth services, open spaces, 
play areas and heritage sites. 

Councillor Milner said: “We under¬ 


stand Oswestry Library, as a statu¬ 
tory service of Shropshire Council, 
is not under threat and therefore at 
this time we believe it is best for it 
to be continued to be run and funded 
by Shropshire Council. Oswestry Lei¬ 
sure Centre is a long term, complex 
agreement and is part of a county 
wide network that we see no mutual 
benefits by becoming involved.” 


Councillor Milner confirmed the 
council had expressed an interest in 
potential land swaps in order to con¬ 
sider taking on the town’s various 
open spaces. 

Town Clerk David Preston added 
the decisions were not final but con¬ 
clusions would have to be reached by 
the end of July for Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s deadline.

AN experienced Oswestry pub¬ 
lican says licensed premises 
have “no excuse” not to sign 
up to the town’s crime-busting 
Pubwatch scheme. 

Carlton Leonard issued the message 
after it was revealed 14 troublemakers 
have now been banned from town cen¬ 



tre premises, with bans ranging from 
three to 25 years. 

The latest two yobs were banned at a Pub- 
watch meeting on Tuesday this week. But Mr 
Leonard, owner of Gibsons Nightclub, has re¬ 
vealed that less than half of the town’s pubs are 
signed up to the scheme. He believes if premises 
have an alcohol licence, regard¬ 
less of whether they are a pub or 
restaurant, they should be part 
of Oswestry Pubwatch. 

The number of pubs joining 
the scheme has grown this year 
to 18, but that isn’t enough ac¬ 
cording to Mr Leonard. 

He said: “All we want is for 
people to come out and enjoy 
themselves on a night out in 
Oswestry, then go home, but 
there are always those few who are hell bent on 
causing trouble. 

“And what perturbs me is that less than 50 
per cent of pubs in Oswestry are signed up to 
Pubwatch. I just don’t understand why. If you 
have an alcohol licence you should be signed up 
to Pubwatch. 

“There’s no excuse not to be and it means that 
those who are banned from Pubwatch premises 
can drink elsewhere, then when they’ve had a 
few drinks down them, will come and challenge 
those pubs who have banned them. 

“I actually find it embarrassing that some 
premises are not signed up. It’s short-sighted. 

“Publicans should all be working together, 
otherwise it undermines the premises that are 
signed up to Pubwatch.” 

Pubwatch members have access to a special 
web-based system on which photographs of 
banned troublemakers are stored. 

Members can quickly access the photographs 
to see if an individual is banned under the 
scheme’s rules.

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Public told to stay calm in 
wake of Ell leave decision

DON’T panic - that was the mes¬ 
sage from politicians and com¬ 
munity leaders in Shropshire and 
Mid Wales as the region came to 
terms with the vote to leave the 
EU. 

It comes as the future of the country 
was plunged into uncertainty as vot¬ 
ers, including a majority of voters in 
Shropshire and Powys, chose to leave 
the EU and as Prime Minister David 
Cameron stepped down from his posi¬ 
tions. 

North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson 
tweeted that it was a “great birthday pres¬ 
ent” to have Britain leave the EU on the 
day he turned 60. 

He distanced himself from the race for 
Number 10 following David Cameron’s 
resignation, but said he had a “lot to offer” 
to help working out a clear route ahead. 

As some of the big personalities in the 
Leave campaign were talking of “independ¬ 
ence day”, Mr Paterson urged everyone to 
“calm down” and said the job of negotiating 
new trade deals and planning the way for¬ 
ward must begin. 

“I am and never have been a fan of the 
‘little England’ rhetoric,” Mr Paterson 
said. “I was in business for 25 years and 
during that time was the president of my 
European trade association. Our trading 
ties with Europe will remain as important 
as ever. 

“We must sit down and work out a clear 
route ahead. The treaties and acquis are 
still law until the deal is done.” 

To those worried for the future Mr Pat¬ 
erson stressed: “Everything is as it was 
before the vote. All our laws remain today 
exactly as they did before. 

“Trade with Europe will continue. Noth¬ 
ing changed overnight. We have a long his¬ 
tory of trading with Europe and long may 
that continue.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies 
said both England and Wales had made a 
“clear” decision and he was looking forward 
to putting the wheels in motion. 

Councillor Malcolm Pate, leader of 
Shropshire Council, said he thought that 
the stoppage of money going to Brus¬ 
sels could mean more money coming into 
Shropshire in the form of grants as the 
country was able to use its money more in 
its own interests. 


BOSSES at a tourist attraction which was 
at the centre of a bomb scare say they want 
to focus on the positives of a campaign its 
leading after a police force admitted send¬ 
ing dummy explosives there by mistake. 

Bedfordshire Police has admitted respon¬ 
sibility for the mix-up in April which saw 
army bomb disposal experts descend on the 
British Ironwork Centre in Oswestry after 
a package was found at the site. 

Ben Knowles, operations director at the 
centre, said the package was mistakenly 
donated to the centre as part of an appeal 
for people to hand in weapons to get them 
off the street and to create a “knife angel” 
sculpture. 


He said: “Since the incident in April, the 
Ironworks have been working closely with 
the police and assisting in their investiga¬ 
tions. The force were very quick to respond 
to the incident and worked thoroughly to 
investigate how this could have happened. 

“The centre is creating the 26ft knife 
sculpture and hopes to remove 100,000 
knives off the streets of the UK with the 
campaign now going from strength to 
strength. 

“We now have the support of 39 out of 43 
police forces across the UK in collecting sur¬ 
rendered knives and weapons to be included 
within the National Monument against 
Violence and Aggression with Dorset and 


Leicester being the latest to join.”A spokes¬ 
person from Bedfordshire Police said: “We 
have investigated the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding an incident where it was reported 
that explosives were collected as part of a 
knife donation to a charity. 

“We believe that these were dummy 
explosives that had been used in training 
exercises, and they had accidentally been 
picked up from a property store along with 
knives collected following a recent knife 
surrender. We have written to the company 
and apologised for any distress caused. We 
have also reviewed our processes in light of 
this incident to ensure that we have learnt 
from it and made the necessary changes.”

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GP voices his 
concern at 
homes plan 

ALREADY stretched doctors will see 
their workloads rise and face added 
pressure if plans for up to 600 new 
homes in Oswestry are approved, a 
GP has warned. 

Dr Ian Rummens voiced fears over 
the effect the homes would have on 
medical practices in Oswestry after 
a planning application for 24 hec¬ 
tares of land between the bypass and 
Shrewsbury Road - known as the 
Eastern Gateway - was submitted to 
Shropshire Council. 

The GP, who is secretary of Shrop¬ 
shire Locsd Medical Committee and a 
partner at Cambrian Medical Centre 
in Oswestry, said additional housing 
would impact on services at a time 
when they are already under strain. 

“Six hundred houses in Oswestry, 
so that’s three to four people on aver¬ 
age per house - that’s significant, es¬ 
pecially for services that are already 
under a great deal of pressure,” he 
said. 

“It’s going to mean that people 
ringing up their surgeries for appoint¬ 
ments will find it slightly harder to 
get one right away.” 

Applicants J Ross Developments 
said the homes would increase the vi¬ 
brancy and vitality of the town. 

In its planning application the de¬ 
veloper pointed out that Shropshire 
Council wants to see 137 new homes 
on the site by 2020 and an additional 
232 by 2025. 

Saints secure new 
sponsorship deal 

THE New Saints of Oswestry Town 
have sealed a minimum two-year 
sponsorship deal with Recycling UK 
Limited. 

The deal, which includes shirt and 
prime pitch-side sponsorship using 
the branding RUKGROUP.COM, is 
a huge boost for the Oswestry-based 
club, bosses say. 

The investment will help to fi¬ 
nancially secure the Welsh Premier 
League side and comes at a time 
where the Saints are reigning cham¬ 
pions of the league and have entered 
into the Champions League qualifying 
rounds. 

This is the first football sponsorship 
deal to be entered into by Recycling 
UK Limited, which has its UK head 
office near Tarporley, Cheshire. It 
also owns local well-known recycling 
company Oswestry Waste Paper Ltd, 
which it acquired in March 2012. 


Council defends the way 
it handled complaint

SHROPSHIRE Council has de¬ 
fended the way it handles com¬ 
plaints in the wake of criticism 
from its former leader. 

The authority’s chief executive, 
Clive Wright, said its procedure for 
dealing with complaints is “measured 
and proportionate”. 

It comes after former council leader 
Keith Barrow called for a review of the way 
complaints to councils are passed to the po¬ 
lice to investigate. 

Mr Wright sought to clarify that there 
had been two complaints involving Mr 
Barrow, one which was investigated by 
the council and concluded that the former 
leader had breached its code of conduct, 
and a second relating to a declaration of in¬ 
terest, which was passed to the police. 

After looking at the complaint for eight 
months police decided to dismiss the inves¬ 
tigation completely earlier this month. 

Mr Wright said: “Shropshire Council’s 
procedure for complaints and investiga¬ 
tions is measured and proportionate, in¬ 
deed it is far less onerous than that of many 
councils around the country . 

“The resources expended in this instance 
were minimal given the serious allegations 
made. 

“Ex-councillor Keith Barrow was found 
to have breached the code of conduct by his 
fellow peers. 

“The police investigation related to a sep¬ 
arate matter to that addressed by Shrop¬ 
shire Council. 

“The facts of that complaint were dif¬ 
ferent to those regarding the breach of the 
council’s code of conduct. 

“The council co-operated fully with the 
police throughout, and again the resources 
expended were minimal.” 

West Mercia Police also defended its own 
process and said it had a duty to investigate 
reports that suggest alleged misconduct. 

In a statement issued through his solici¬ 
tor Paul Bennett, Mr Barrow had said the 
legal obligation for councils to investigate 
complaints “irrespective of their merit” 
should be reviewed. 

Mr Bennett said: “The wider issue for Mr 
Barrow remains that the current manner 
in which complaints are managed by both 
the police and the council, is a significant 
drain upon their resources, and that by 
necessity, resources have been expended 
in dealing with a misconceived complaint.”

AN historic restaurant, which could 
be transformed into up to 10 homes, 
is on the market after it closed its 
doors earlier this year. 

The Walls Restaurant, in 
Oswestry, later known as The Din¬ 
ing Rooms, could be set for a new 
lease of life as it is being offered for 
sale by informal tender. 

Owners Geoff Hughes and Kate 
Bottoms decided to retire following 
more than two decades in business 
and said they planned to convert the 
building into housing. 

The proposed conversion of 
the former National School and 
Oswestry Girls’ High School on 


Welsh Walls, includes seven homes 
of between two and four bedrooms 
and up to three new build homes in 
the grounds with parking spaces. 

However, the building and the 
site could also have other uses. 

James Evans, from Halls which is 
handling the sale, said: “The Walls 
Restaurant enjoyed an enviable rep¬ 
utation over the years and has only 
recently closed due to the vendors’ 
retirement from the catering busi¬ 
ness to pursue other interests. 

“This is an opportunity to pur¬ 
chase a commercial property with 
extensive on site car parking that 
would suit a wide range of commer¬ 


cial and leisure based uses, subject 
to planning consents. The prop¬ 
erty also, arguably, offers the most 
prestigious residential development 
opportunity within Oswestry for a 
number of years. 

“There is little doubt that, with 
skilful conversion, the new dwell¬ 
ings will be spectacular and highly 
sought after.” Located within a 
conservation area, the property is 
mainly single storey with some two 
storey sections and a basement ac¬ 
cessed from the external car park.

Trainee teacher admits to 
downloading child porn

A TRAINEE teacher’s career is in ruins after his secret life of down¬ 
loading movies of child sex abuse was revealed. 

Defendant Wasim Hussain, 31, a trainee teacher at a high school in the 
Oswestry area, escaped immediate imprisonment yesterday. (Wednesday) 
Hussain, of Gian Llyn Road in Wrexham - who has since been sacked - was sent on an 
internet sex offender course run by the probation service to “sort out his demons”. 

Judge Geraint Walters said that outwardly Hussain was a perfectly decent man, seeking 
to become a teacher. “But in the shadow of your existence it has now become plain that 
-——:-- you were involved in downloading pornog¬ 
raphy relating to young children,” he said. 

Mold Crown Court was told Hussain had 
pleaded guilty to two charges of making in¬ 
decent images by downloading at an early 
stage at Wrexham magistrates’ court but 
was still somewhat in denial as to exactly 
what his motives were. Prosecuting barris¬ 
ter Simon Rogers said that police executed 
a search warrant at the defendant’s home 
in November of last year but the defendant 
was at work. 

On his return, he told officers: “I might 
know something about that” when told why 
they had a search warrant. In interview he 
said he may have downloaded images of 
children but had done so accidentally - but 
said it may have happened in excess of 100 
times. A total of 13 movies were found - 10 
at the worst category A and three at cate¬ 
gory B - which involved girls aged between 
five and 10. More than 770 files were lo¬ 
cated, the names of which were indicative 
of indecent images which had been placed 
in a file to disguise its use. 

Re-interviewed, he said that for a period 
of six months, two years earlier, he had 
deliberately searched for such images and 
said he was curious. Judge Walters said he 
could send him to prison for a period which 
in real time would be measured in months 
or impose what was probably the toughest 
community order available lasting three 
years when he would have to confront those 
demons.Hussain was placed on a three-year 
community order and sent on an internet 
community sex offender programme. 

He was placed on 90 days rehabilitation, 
was ordered to register with the police as a 
sex offender for five years and a five-year 
sexual harm prevention order was made 
which curbs his use of the internet and pre¬ 
vents direct contact with children. 

Alun Williams, defending, said that Hus¬ 
sain was a man of no previous convictions 
who admitted what he had done at an early 
stage. He was amenable to treatment and 
had already undergone rehabilitation. 

“He has been living a dual life as far as 
the offending is concerned,” he said.

SP Energy Networks has described the 
project as “one of the most significant up¬ 
grades to the electricity network ever pro¬ 
posed for North Shropshire.” 

The wood pole overhead line is needed to 
enhance the network and support growth 
across the area and consultation closes on 
September 9. 

SP Energy Networks is seeking commu¬ 
nity feedback on its proposals which will 
see a new 132,000 volt overhead wooden 
pole power line built. 

The proposal is to build a new line be¬ 
tween Oswestry substation, located at the 
A5/A495 roundabout, and Wem substation, 
located on Ellesmere Road on the western 
side of Wem. 

After investigating a number of options 
for reinforcing the network, SP Energy 
Networks proposes that a new wooden pole 
line is the most appropriate solution. 

The company plans to build the new 
overhead line using a wood pole Trident 
design. 

Mark Sobczak, Head of 132kV Pro¬ 
grammes at SP Energy Networks, said: 
“This is one of the most significant up¬ 
grades to the electricity network ever pro¬ 
posed for North Shropshire.” 

A series of consultation events will be 
held including one on July 13 at Whitting¬ 
ton Community Centre near Oswestry from 
5pm to 8pm.

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Technical hitch sees blacked 
out names appear in report

NAMES deliberately taken off a high school bus row probe —to pro¬ 
tect the identity of council and school staff - were available for the 
public to view online because of a “technical hitch”, it has emerged. 

The investigation report into Home to School Transport by Jonathan Walters 
that was published online originally appeared with names of certain staff mem¬ 
bers at Llanfyllin High School and Powys County Council blacked out. 

But when copying and pasting the report into another programme, viewers were sur¬ 
prised to be able to see the full report revealed, with all the names in full view - instead 

- of being blanked out. 

Staff who were alleged to have known 
about the school’s breach of subsidising 
transport rules, were named in the report. 

Llanfyllin county councillor Peter Lewis 
said he felt very sorry for all the staff in¬ 
volved and warned that it appeared that 
data protection has been breached. 

He said: “I feel sorry for the staff of the 
school and the employees of PCC who have 
given evidence to the investigation. 

“It is very bad on PCC to do something 
like that and it could be a breach of data 
protection. 

“As a councillor, I have no choice in 
whether my name appears.” 

Council leader Barry Thomas said the 
matter has been reported to the informa¬ 
tion commissioner. 

He said: “A redacted copy of a report, fol¬ 
lowing the independent investigation into 
Llanfyllin High School’s use of delegated 
school funding to subsidise transport, was 
published on the council’s website. 

“Unfortunately, due to a technical issue, 
the areas that had been redacted could be 
revealed through manipulation. 

“As soon as the council was aware of the 
problem the report was taken down and 
the issue resolved. The matter has been 
reported by the council to the information 
commissioner.” 

Councillor Peter Lewis is one four Local 
Education Authority governors attached to 
Llanfyllin High School who are going to ap¬ 
peal against their suspension as governors 
from the school, over the bus row. 

Councillor Lewis said he, Aled Davies, 
Darren Mayor and Gwynfor Thomas will 
make their joint appeal at County Hall, 
Llandrindod Wells. 

Powys County Council said the high 
school should not have offered subsidised 
buses to 149 pupils for whom Llanfyllin is 
not their nearest secondary school. 

The council has since decided to allow the 
arrangement at Llanfyllin to continue for 
the next two years to give parents and pu¬ 
pils time to come to terms with the changes. 


Library to 
relaunch as 
village hub 

A VILLAGE library will operate as a com¬ 
munity hub after local groups pledged to 
work together to help with the running of 
the facility. 

Gobowen Library will relaunch today 
(Thursday) as a community hub, with col¬ 
lege students helping run the library on 
certain days of the week as part of their 
work experience, while local officers will 
also host their police surgeries and PACT 
meetings from the building. 

Councillor Robert Macey said the move is 
the right one for the village. 

He said: “When it was first mentioned 
that library services were under review, we 
held a public meeting which was extremely 
well attended, and from then it ah started 
with partners coming forward. 

“We’ve been extremely lucky and we’re 
grateful for all the goodwill we’ve seen in 
regards to this.” Councillor Macey said al¬ 
though the plans are positive, they may not 
work in every community. 

“We’ve seen a lot of groups come forward 
and show an interest, and there’s been a 
really nice working atmosphere actually 
which works for Gobowen,” he said. 

The scheme has received financial 
backing from Selattyn and Gobowen Par¬ 
ish Council, Shropshire Town and Rural 
Housing (Star), the Three Parishes Big 
Local and Shropshire Council. The Derwen 
College have also come forward and volun¬ 
teered their students’ services in manning 
the library.

Sarah Probert, business lecturer at the 
college, is in the running for the award 
which is for the teacher who has inspired 
and encouraged dyslexic students. 

The awards were founded by The Dys¬ 
lexic Dyslexia Consultant and are being 
awarded for the first time this year. They 
recognise the contribution of dyslexics to 
life in Shropshire and those who support 
and inspire them. 

Mrs Probert said: “When I was a teen¬ 
ager I met with my school’s careers adviser 
who informed me that it was probably best 
to lower my career expectations as I was 


unlikely to get a ‘proper or good’ job due 
to my lack of ability and skills. I decided to 
prove her wrong and I somehow got myself 
into college.’ 

It wasn’t until age 18 that her dyslexia 
was identified. She said: “I had such an 
inspiring tutor, to whom I will always be 
grateful, he helped to get my dyslexia for¬ 
mally identified. When I received the re¬ 
sults of the assessment, it felt like a massive 
weight had been lifted off my shoulders. 

“Suddenly I understood why. 

“I love learning and I knew that despite 
what was said to me at school, I wasn’t stu¬ 
pid. 

“From that moment on, I have been on a 
mission; dyslexia is not a barrier to learning 
it just means I learn in a different way.”

Team now in place to 
tackle financial woes

Community health boss 
David Evans sets out the 
path to financial recovery.

A JOINT management team 
has been put in place to help 
the flagging fortunes of the 
group that commissions health 
services in Shropshire. 

A new team has been appointed 
to manage Shropshire and Telford 
Clinical Commissioning Groups, 
which are involved in the decision 
on the future of the county’s A&E 
departments. 

David Evans, current accountable of¬ 
ficer of Telford & Wrekin and Shropshire 
CCG, said the team and plans are now in 
place to address Shropshire CCG’s finan¬ 
cial problems. 

Performance 

NHS England issued “directions” to 
Shropshire CCG in April, effectively 
meaning it will be keeping a close eye on 
its financial performance 

Shropshire CCG was placed in special 
measures when it revealed it had an in¬ 
year deficit of £14.5m. 

As part of the special measures plan, 
a new turnaround director has been ap¬ 
pointed, an improvement plan is in place, 
and a financial recovery plan has been 
drawn up to tackle the overspend. 

However Mr Evans said it will take 
more than a year to sort Shropshire 
CCG’s finances out. 

He said: “I have always been very clear 
in terms of the financially recovery for 
Shropshire CCG you won’t achieve that 
in one year. 

“Realistically it is three years to get it 
back into balance. 

“We are continuing to do some work to 


understand what’s happened and learn 
some lessons from that. 

“I am broadly confident we have got 
a plan now for this year and beginning 
to start the next two years’ plans to get 
us back into financial balance. 

“This is about making sure that you 
have a team in place to make sure they 
will work across the two CCGs - it is 
not about one individual. 

“We have had a restructure of the 
executive team and that is just starting 
now. 

“It is a joint executive team across 
both CCGs. 

“One of the things that was said to 
me at the start was how will you find 
the capacity to do two jobs, but actually 
when you look at the number of meet¬ 
ings people were going to that had peo¬ 
ple on from both CCGs, it was a lot. 

“A joint management team means 


you are not duplicating people going to 
meetings. 

“This has been a very difficult time 
for Shropshire CCG and I think what 
they are welcoming at the moment is 
some stability. 

“We are beginning to look at where 
we can make changes to the way things 
are delivered that doesn’t impact ad¬ 
versely on patients but does help with 
money. 

“For example we are having discus¬ 
sions about can we use community beds 
in a different way to prevent people 
from going into the acute sector? 

“We are starting to look at the two 
CCGs working closer together on spe¬ 
cific projects and with community pro¬ 
jects.” 

Mr Evans said both Shropshire and 
Telford CCGs are currently looking at 
different ways to run services to bene¬ 


fit patients and finances. He added: “We 
are currently looking at the way outpa¬ 
tient appointments are managed - par¬ 
ticularly follow-ups. 

“Instead of someone having to go for 
a follow-up they could get seen either 
locally or they may not need to get seen 
at all - we may have an urgent contact 
number to get advice instead. It is about 
how clinicians in the hospitals support 
the primary care service. The resource 
might not be money - it might be peo¬ 
ple.” 

Mr Evans is also leading the Future 
Fit review of the county’s health care, 
which will decide on the possible closure 
of one of Shropshire’s two A&E units. 

The Shropshire group’s members 
voted not to back the Future Fit stra¬ 
tegic outline case - which sets out the 
framework for the services which will be 
based at either Royal Shrewsbury Hospi¬ 
tal or Telford’s Princess Royal. 

But the Telford group voted to sup¬ 
port the strategic outline case. 

Mr Evans said the hospital could go 
forward with the plans for Future Fit 
without the CCG’s backing - but said he 
was against that idea. 

He said: “The hospital could decide 
that for clinical safety concerns they 
could make emergency clinical decisions. 

“I don’t think that would be the right 
avenue to go down personally but that 
would be based on the clinical risk at 
that time. 

“If it was that high there would be no 
alternative. Nobody is saying the notion 
of one critical care centre and one emer¬ 
gency centre is wrong. 

“The only issue is around the confi¬ 
dence around the adequate resourcing 
around that shift in activity. We need 
to look at things different like instead of 
someone having to go to a GP, can they 
go to a different organisation instead. 
Actually if we can do something about 
that it frees up some place for the activ¬ 
ity shift. If we are going to make Com¬ 
munity Fit and Future Fit work we need 
to get people the tools to self manage.” 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 


The British people have spo¬ 
ken in a national referendum. 
They have decided that the UK 
should leave the European Un¬ 
ion. It’s also the case that the 
voters of Wales took the same 
view, as did the voters of Powys. 

This was a very important de¬ 
cision for the future of the United 
Kingdom.

Several people have contact¬ 
ed me asking me to support calls 
for another EU referendum.

It may be that other nations 
would carry on voting until the 
‘right result’ was achieved. The 
British public would not put up 
with such undermining of de¬ 
mocracy. 

The result must stand - unless 
there is some dramatic change 
in the attitude of the European 
Union. 

The saddest aspect of this for 
me is that David Cameron has 
resigned. I was hoping he would 
have been able to stay on, even 
if the people rejected his advice 
to remain in the EU. 

But I understand why he felt 
he couldn’t. 

I do think he has been an out¬ 
standing Prime Minister. It’s been 
my privilege to have known him 
and worked with him. I have no 
doubt that after a break and well 
deserved rest, he will be back on 
the world stage somewhere. 

The challenge for my party, as 
the current party of government, 
is to do all possible to heal the 
deep divisions in society that 
have been created by the ref¬ 
erendum. Many people are dis¬ 
tressed by what has been de¬ 
cided. They find the decision to 
leave the European Union after 
43 years to be a massive step 
into the unknown. 

Not surprisingly, after the 
warnings of disaster a Leave 
vote would bring, many people 
are worried about their futures 
and that of their families. Per¬ 
sonally, I did not believe any of 
these warnings of disaster. I do 
think there will be turbulence in 
the financial markets in the short 
term, but in the longer term I be¬ 
lieve Britain will benefit financial¬ 
ly, as well as recovering the pow¬ 
er to take decision for the UK in 
the UK. I would not have voted 
‘Leave’ otherwise. 

Let’s move on. Hopefully we 
will have chosen a new Prime 
Minister by September 2 at the 
latest. We must hope that we will 
then see constructive and posi¬ 
tive relationship between the UK 
Government and the European 
Commission, working for the 
best solution for the people we 
represent.

What will happen to our treatment now? 


ON a long distance walk to Cabo Finisterre 
(Lands End) in northern Spain in May 
2008 after some 300 miles I developed an 
extremely painful blister on the bottom of 
my left foot, with about 25 miles to the fin¬ 
ish. 

As I was hobbling along I chanced upon a 
hospital, newly built. 

Armed with my European Health Insur¬ 
ance Card (EHIC) I ventured in, was suc¬ 
cessfully treated and was able to complete 
the walk. 

I did not have long to wait and the treat¬ 
ment was free. 

Perhaps some Spanish nationals would 


have regarded me as a “health tourist” 
having no right to free treatment in their 
country as I had never paid Spanish taxes. 

For them, the Spanish state health ser¬ 
vice is exclusively for those who have paid 
into it; all other nationalities should get to 
the back of the queue and pay the full cost 
of treatment at all times. 

A valid EHIC gives the reciprocal right to 
access medically necessary state-provided 
healthcare across the European economic 
area - the 28 European Union members 
plus Iceland, Norway, Lichtenstein and 
Switzerland - during temporary stays, e.g. 
whilst on holidays. 


Treatment is provided on the same basis 
as it would to a resident of that country, 
either at reduced cost or in many cases, for 
free. 

It covers treatment that is needed to 
allow the holiday to continue until the 
planned return. 

After the EU referendum it would appear 
that UK nationals will lose the benefits of 
the EHIC scheme and the impression is 
given that the vote leave campaign is con¬ 
tent to endorse this as the price to be paid.

IT has long been the right of every free¬ 
born British person to grumble about our 
leaders and rulers, our managers and oth¬ 
ers ‘in authority over us’. We call it “free¬ 
dom of speech”. 

On May 6 the European Union removed 
that right, although few would know it 
from the silence observed by much of the 
media. 

The European Court of Justice ruled 
that the right to complain about, or other¬ 
wise point out, the failings or wrongdoings 
of the EU Commission is illegal and gave 
the commission the right legally to punish 
“individuals who damage the institution’s 
image and reputation”. 

Interestingly, in the light of Boris John¬ 
son’s remarks about the EU, historically 
almost the same words were used in the 
Enabling Act of 1933 which allowed the 
German government to “abolish civil liber¬ 
ties”, including rights of free speech, which 
were not restored in that country until 
1945.

Pc appeals 
to parents 
over parking 
near school 

PARENTS are being encouraged not 
to take their children to school by 
car if they don’t need to, following a 
flurry of complaints about parking in 
a village. 

Pc Katie Le’Clere, of Oswestry 
Rural North Safer Neighbourhoods 
Team, has urged parents in Weston 
Rhyn to consider whether they need 
to take their children by car to school 
if they live in the village. 

This comes after a number of res¬ 
idents complained about disruption 
and congestion in the village as a re¬ 
sult of parking outside Weston Rhyn 
Primary School. 

Pc Le’Clere said: “Can I appeal to 
parents to consider whether it’s com¬ 
pletely necessary to take and collect 
their children by car if they live in the 
village. Going by car if you don’t need 
to causes unnecessary congestion and 
disruption to the roads in the village. 

“If you do need to travel by car, 
please try and keep your time at the 
school to a minimum. 

“I have complaints that people are 
arriving very early and sitting in the 
car for nearly an hour just so they 
can get a good space, and also staying 
chatting for some time afterwards. 

“It’s just something to consider 
if maybe it’s not crossed your mind 
that actually your actions have conse¬ 
quences for others.” 

Children’s safety and the impact on 
access for emergency service vehicles 
was also highlighted by the officer. 

“The road chaos does nothing for 
the safety of the children. 

“Also, the yellow zig zag lines are 
there for the safety of the children, to 
create a safe zone of vision for them 
to cross and also creates somewhere 
for our emergency vehicles to park if 
there is an emergency at the school,” 
she said. 


Hospital worker filmed 
staff using gents' toilet

A BlO-chemist set up a secret 
camera in the gents’ staff toilets 
at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospi¬ 
tal to film colleagues. 

The films he had taken of men using 
the toilets were discovered by police 
when they searched his home in rela¬ 
tion to an inquiry into images of child 
sexual abuse. 

Steven Wynne, 33, of Ash Grove, Chirk, 
admitted four charges of making indecent 
images by downloading them from the in¬ 
ternet, four charges of possessing them and 
a charge of voyeurism - filming adult men 
doing a private act for his own gratification 
- at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital where 
he worked. But he escaped immediate im¬ 
prisonment at Mold Crown Court. 

Wynne, who has been dismissed and now 
carries out voluntary work, was placed on 
rehabilitation and sent on a three-year in¬ 
ternet sex offender programme. He must 
register with the police as a sex offender 
for five years and a five-year sexual harm 
prevention order was made. 

Prosecuting barrister Simon Rogers told 
how in March of last year police searched 
the defendant’s home and seized a number 
of items of computer equipment and 16 
mini cameras. 

The films taken in the toilets were found 
and when an officer visited the hospital 
Velcro strips where the cameras had been 
positioned in the toilet cisterns were found. 

Alun Williams, defending, said his client 
was mortified by what he had done. 

He had already demonstrated a willing¬ 
ness to change and to receive help. 

“It is quite clear that there are issues to 
be addressed,” said Mr Williams. 


A UGANDAN man working among 
people in Butaleja, one of the poorest 
districts in the country, has visited 
Hope Church, Oswestry, to thank 
the church for its support for the 
charity “A Little Bit of Hope”. 

Ivan Kaibo, who is director of the 
small charity, has already founded 
a school which now has 400 pupils, 


developed a library service, a feeding 
programme for the poor, created car¬ 
pentry apprenticeships for teenagers 
and is now building small homes for 
widows. 

He was accompanied on his visit to 
Oswestry by Phil Green of Norfolk 
who founded the charity in Britain 
to provide support for the Butaleja 


project. Hope Church has pledged 
financial support. 

Its young people have been rais¬ 
ing money to pay school fees for two 
children. 

Both Mr Kaibo and Mr Green 
were able to meet young people from 
Hope Church during their visit to 
Oswestry.

AN outbreak of norovirus has caused 
a number of hospital wards in the re¬ 
gion to close to new admissions. 

Three wards at Wrexham Maelor 
Hospital have been closed to new 
admissions, while another two have 
had restrictions placed on them after 
patients were admitted with the con¬ 
dition. 

Chirk Hospital has also seen a num¬ 
ber of cases, with one ward not accept¬ 
ing new patients. 

Andrew Scotson, from Betsi Cad- 
waladr University Health Board, con¬ 
firmed an infection prevention team 
would be monitoring the situation on 
a daily basis. 

He said: “Over the last week Wrex¬ 
ham Maelor Hospital has seen a num¬ 
ber of patients admitted who have 
developed symptoms of diarrhoea and 
vomiting. Some of these have been 
confirmed as cases of norovirus. 

“To prevent the spread of the virus 
within the hospital, admissions into 
three wards are currently suspended 
and restrictions have been placed on 
two other wards.”

Call to use Euros 
to improve health 

THE Welsh Government is being 
urged to capitalise on Wales’s par¬ 
ticipation in the Euro 2016 football 
championship as a means to improve 
public health and inspire greater par¬ 
ticipation in physical activity. 

It follows recent reports which 
show that one in four adults in Wales 
are now obese and that more people 
than ever suffer from diabetes - a 
disease which accounts for almost 10 
per cent of the health budget. Mont¬ 
gomeryshire Assembly Member Rus¬ 
sell George said: “Despite our rising 
success on the international sport¬ 
ing front, the Welsh Government 
has failed to use past major sporting 
events as a platform from which to 
drive forward public health messages 
around the benefits of sports partic¬ 
ipation and living a more active life¬ 
style. Wales’s qualification for Euro 
2016 presents a huge opportunity to 
spur on the collective health of the 
Welsh nation.”

RESIDENTS are being warned of a 
telephone scam that has hit the region 
with fraudsters claiming to be calling 
from an insurance company working 
on behalf of the local authority. 

Powys County Council has issued 
the warning after a resident from 
north Powys contacted the authority 
when their telephone number was 
targeted by scammers. Lee Evans, 
spokesman for Powys County Council, 
said: “The scam involved the resident 
being contacted by a foreign-sound¬ 
ing man from an insurance company 
working on behalf of the county 
council. They contacted the resident 
claiming that they had been in a car 
accident involving a council vehicle.” 

Residents have been warned to be 
vigilant and not give out any personal 
details. 


Authority voices fears 
over rally finance move

PLANS to increase the cost of 
using Welsh forestry roads could 
jeopardise the future of rally¬ 
ing events in Mid Wales, Powys 
County Council has said. 

There are fears that Natural Re¬ 
sources Wales intends to double the 
cost that is currently charged to rally¬ 
ing competitors. 

This includes the Wales Rally GB, which 
has held stages in Powys for a number of 
years. Councillor Barry Thomas, leader of 
Powys County Council, said it could hit 
the local economy. “The motorsport com¬ 
munity has expressed deep concerns about 
these plans and have indicated a dramatic 
increase could result in Wales, and in this 
case Powys, becoming unattractive for 
hosting rally events,” he said. “This could 
force event organisers to move the events 
to England and Scotland, especially as the 
Forestry Commission has re-negotiated 
contracts with the Motorsport Association 
and limited any increase to 0.7 per cent 
from the previous rate. The Motorsport 
Association claims that the researched eco¬ 
nomic benefit to the rural Welsh economy 
from rallying is approximately £15million a 
year. This includes the Wales Rally GB and 
FIA World Rally Championship event, both 
of which take place in Mid Wales.” 

Tim Jones, from Natural Resources 
Wales, said: “We have received a proposal 
from Rally4Wales to take over the repairing 
of stages for rally events in Wales. We will 
now arrange a meeting with them to dis¬ 
cuss the proposal to come to an agreement 
which will not only allow fans to enjoy the 
sport but will also ensure that the forests 
are protected and maintained for the whole 
of Wales.”

Police will be 
given more 
bikes to use 

MORE bicycles will be made availa¬ 
ble to police in Shropshire in a bid to 
make officers more visible. 

West Mercia Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner John Campion said he is 
making bikes available to more patrol 
officers. 

The changes will mean any front¬ 
line officer would be able to use a bike 
as part of their patrols. Bikes will also 
be pooled - enabling more people to 
use them. 

Mr Campion said: “These are some 
simple changes which can make a real 
difference in improving police visibil¬ 
ity. 

“It will ensure police are still ac¬ 
cessible right at the heart of our local 
communities, but will enable them to 
cover more ground on patrol. 

“It’s a common sense approach 
which benefits both the police and the 
public.” 

West Mercia Police deputy chief 
constable Anthony Bangham said: 
“Providing more of our safer neigh¬ 
bourhood officers the option of pa¬ 
trolling on bikes is a great way of 
improving their visibility at the same 
time as making them more accessible 
to the public. 

“In many circumstances it is also 
an extremely efficient way of getting 
around their local patrol area.” 


HERE S a preview of what motorists 
in Shropshire and Mid Wales could be 
dealing with when large wind turbine 
lorries come to the region on a regular 
basis throughout the summer. 

This abnormal load caused delays 
for motorists as it negotiated corners 
on the A483 trunk road at Chirk near 
Oswestry last week. 

It comes just weeks before lorries 
carrying wind turbine parts come to 
Mid Wales. 

There will be a test run of the trans¬ 
port arrangements today (Thursday) 
and then the real thing during July. 

Delyth Jones, of North Wales Po¬ 
lice, said of last week’s transport pro¬ 
gramme: “We notified the public on 
Twitter that the turbines were being 
transported to Ty Nant at Corwen at 
9.15am, 12.30pm and 3pm on Monday 
and Wednesday. 

“They went past the Gledrid ser¬ 
vices, near Oswestry and there were 
no major problems on Monday - it ob¬ 
viously depends on traffic flow - and 
we try to give the public warning as 
soon as we know about these loads. 

“We usually receive a notice of ab¬ 
normal loads just a few days in ad¬ 
vance. 

“If the public would like to know if 
more of the loads are expected, they 
can follow us on Twitter: @NWPo- 
lice.” 

Others transporters, which will take 
turbine parts to wind farms in Mid 


Wales, will begin their journeys along 
the A483 at the start of the summer 
holidays. 

The actual deliveries will start on 
July 25. 

Each convoy will enter Shropshire 
from the Chirk bypass, travel along 


the Oswestry bypass then on to single 
carriageway roads through Pant and 
Llanymynech. 

They will arrive in Welshpool 
around noon and are expected to take 
about 15 minutes between Rhallt Lane 
and Raven Street depending on traffic 


conditions. The large transporters will 
have to weave their way through var¬ 
ious villages along the A483 route in¬ 
cluding Pant and Llanymynech where 
campaigners have been calling for a 
bypass for many years over concerns 
about safety and congestion.

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18 NEWS in brief 

Councillors in 
pledge to work 
with council 

TWO councillors accused of ignoring is¬ 
sues in a village near Oswestry say they 
will continue to work with the parish 
council to address issues raised by them. 

Councillors Robert Macey and David 
Lloyd attended the latest meeting of 
Weston Rhyn Parish Council last week, 
after the council recorded a vote of no 
confidence in Shropshire Council and 
the two county councillors who cover the 
Gobowen, Selattyn and Weston Rhyn 
ward. Councillor Macey said: “Myself and 
Councillor David Lloyd both attended 
the meeting, and it was all fine. Parish 
councillors raised local issues with us, 
like they have done in the past and will 
continue to. I must admit I was surprised 
when I’d heard that a vote of no confi¬ 
dence had been recorded but from our 
point of view it’s clear they get frustrated 
about local issues but it’s a case of us con¬ 
tinuing to work with them, and raise any 
issues they have.” 

Councillor Ralph Cooper, chairman of 
the parish council, claimed officials at 
Shirehall “do not know where Weston 
Rhyn is” and said following last week’s 
meeting nothing had been resolved yet. 

He said: “I’m still not satisfied. Coun¬ 
cillors Lloyd and Macey came along to the 
meeting and we gave them some stick as 
they hadn’t been to the last three or four 
meetings. 

“We’re still waiting for the road to be 
resurfaced on the bad bends towards the 
Wern, we were also promised a flashing 
speed warning sign by the school to be 
installed in March. They say that’s in the 
hands of who make the signs but to be 
honest we just want answers, even if they 
said that was happening later on this year 
with an exact date, that’s an answer, 
that’s something.” 

Bowls idea to 
help charity 

A CHARITY based near Oswestry will be 
quids in after innovative charity fund¬ 
raisers came up with a novel way of rais¬ 
ing cash this year. 

Sister companies Morris Lubricants 
and Morris Leisure, based in Shrewsbury, 
have challenged suppliers to put forward 
players to ‘Beat Billy’ on the bowling 
green in return for £100 per match. 

The Billy in question is Morris Lubri¬ 
cants’ long serving purchasing manager 
Bill Moseley, who plays bowls for Unison 
in the local league. 

Fifteen suppliers have so far accepted 
the challenge and the first matches were 
played recently when two directors of 
Daresbury-based fuel and lubricant ad¬ 
ditives company Multisol attempted to 
‘Beat Billy’. 

However, Bill came out on top, beat¬ 
ing commercial director Simon Brander 
21-12 and managing director Kevin 
Williams 21-4. Workmates from Morris 
Lubricants were there to cheer on their 
hero. 

The two companies have raised £54,000 
for charity over the last four years, in¬ 
cluding £10,000 in 2015 for the British 
Heart Foundation. 

This year’s adopted charities are 
Prostate Cancer UK and the Movement 
Centre, which is based at Oswestry Or¬ 
thopaedic Hospital at Gobowen. 

Dozens report 
revenge offences 

A TOTAL of 44 people have reported 
themselves victims of ‘revenge porn’ to 
West Mercia Police since the law was 
introduced last year - including one as 
young as 14. 

A new law was introduced in England 
and Wales over sharing sexually explicit 
images without the subject’s consent in 
April last year. 

Of the 44 reported cases in the West 
Mercia Police region, which covers 
Oswestry, since the introduction of the 
law, 37 of the victims were women, with 
31 cases involving the offence being com¬ 
mitted against ex-partners. 

More than half the total number of 
complaints involved victims in their 20s, 
with seven teenagers also targeted - with 
the youngest being 14 years old. The old¬ 
est victim was 52 years old. 

The figures also revealed only seven 
suspects were charged and two cautioned 
following the 44 complaints. Ten of the 
reported cases are also still under inves¬ 
tigation or filed.

Dog-friendly 
gardens with 
something 
for everyone 

Can you happily share your gar¬ 
den with your dog? As designer 
Paul Hervey-Brookes prepares his 
Hampton Court Flower Show gar¬ 
den, A Dog’s Life, he offers tips on 
how to create a garden that dogs 
and their owners can enjoy 

AWARD-WINNING garden designer Paul Her¬ 
vey-Brookes has three dogs - two Spaniels, Honey 
and Arthur and a Japanese Chin called Nina - none 
of whom have yet trashed his beautiful garden in the 
Cotswolds. 

But then Hervey-Brookes is confident that you can 
easily share your space with 
your pooches without having 
them dig up the lawn or eat 
your prized flowers. 

His show garden, A Dog’s 
Life, for this year’s Hampton 
Court Flower Show should 
give owners food for thought. 

Features include sniffer 
tracks weaving through the 
herbaceous borders for dogs 
to forage and sniff out treats, 
a woodland area which incor¬ 
porates a ramp over a raised 
wall for agility, while leaf lit¬ 
ter areas within the planting 
allows dogs to dig and scratch. 

“Arthur is a bit more boisterous than the other two 
and likes to run around and run through things, which 
is what gave us the idea of making these little weaving 
paths,” Hervey-Brookes explains. 

“The damage that was happening was accidental, be¬ 
cause of his excitement, so we looked at how we could 
accommodate that in a way that keeps the garden look¬ 
ing attractive, not ruined.” 

Honey likes rolling around in the gravel or on grass, 
while Nina enjoys foraging for little chews and treats 
which her master leaves hidden for her to find in the 
garden. 

“She’d find them and chew and have a little sleep, 
just to help calm her down. We used a lot of planting 
in the garden which has that calming quality, like lav¬ 
ender, so that going out for a walk became much more 
of a place where they run and bound. Going into the 
garden is much more gentle exercise. There’s a bit of 
training there.” 

His dogs have been trained to do their business at a 
particular point on a gravel path, which makes it easier 
to clean up. 

Amateur gardeners could 
make raised beds incorporat¬ 
ing tunnels under them, so 
their dogs have things to run 
through. 

“As long as that inquisitive 
characteristic is being chan¬ 
nelled, the chances are they’re 
not going to get bored and just 
dig in one place. 

“Dogs don’t destructively 
dig things up just for the sake 
of it. If a foliage is scented, 
they might rub up against 
it or have a little nibble, but 
nine times out of 10 that’s as 

far as it goes. 

“It’s about thinking sensibly. If you’ve got alliums 
which are a bit fragile, don’t plant them right at the 
front of the border, let them grow through something 
like a woody shrub, so there’s less risk of damage.” 

Retain a good structural backbone of shrubs, which 
will keep the garden looking neat all year round, he 
advises. 

“Use robust, hard-working perennials which are 
going to have a long season of interest and don’t mind 
taking the odd knock. There’s no point using very 
delicate plants which your pet might damage because 
you’re just going to get cross with the dog. 

“We plant agastache because it’s self-supporting, 
with robust foliage and a lot of flower for a long season, 
monarda and alchemilla, as opposed to using things 
like delicate aquilegia which won’t stand up to a gar¬ 
den being used.” 

Avoid anything poisonous - a list from The Dogs 
Trust (www.dogstrust.org.uk) is available online - like 
foxglove, holly (the berries are poisonous), and achillea 
(the foliage is poisonous to dogs). 

The trust, which is sponsoring Hervey-Brookes’ 
show garden at Hampton Court, also suggests owners 
regularly check for any gaps that their dog can wriggle 
through. 

A variety of textures in your garden can provide 
extra sensory stimulation - this could be non-toxic 
sand, grass, wood chippings or gravel, all of which pro¬ 
vide interesting places to hide dog toys and treats and 
for your dog to explore.

Beautiful perennial has 
many attractive varieties 


BEST OF THE BUNCH - Verbena 

OF course, the beautiful perennial Verbe¬ 
na bonariensis is a must for its delicate ‘see- 
through’ character and height without weight, 
giving value to a sunny border or in gravel. 

But the low-growing tender perennial ver¬ 
bena, usually grown as an annual, is also fea¬ 
tured prominently in baskets and pots. Add 
organic matter to the soil before planting, 
deadhead regularly and water in dry weather. 
Trailing varieties in the Cascade Series have 
small bloom clusters in shades of purple, blue, 
pink, red and white, while the Tapien series has 
larger, rounded flower clusters. Try V. ‘Sissing- 
hurst’, with its large round clusters of magen¬ 
ta-pink flowers. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT - Perpetual spinach 

THIS healthy green leaf can give you spinach all 
year round, although it tastes slightly different 
to ‘real’ spinach - a bit like Swiss chard - and 
the leaves are shinier and a bit tougher. 

It can be sown from April to July thinly in 
rows where you want the plant to crop. Space 
seedlings by thinning to 15cm (6in) apart with 
30cm between rows. Keep plants well watered 


and weed regularly. Use them as soon as leaves 
are large enough to pick. Sow a row or two 
mid-summer under cover and the plants should 
stay in good condition through the winter and 
start growing again in spring. 

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

1. Prune shrubs including chaenomeles, 
deutzia, philadelphus, weigela and spiraea as 
soon as they have finished flowering. 

2. Use markers to indicate the location of 
bulb clumps if you are planning to do any major 
planting later this year. 

3. Thin out any hardy annuals that are still 
too closely packed. 

4. Trim herbaceous geraniums using a pair 
of shears to remove faded flowers, helping the 
plants to remain bushy and, in many cases, pro¬ 
duce a second flush of flowers later in the sum¬ 
mer or early autumn. 

5. Continue to pinch out shoot tips on summer 
bedding to help the plants remain bushy and not 
become straggly. 

6. Use edging shears to neaten up lawn edges 
once a week and throw the trimmings onto the 
compost heap.

WHERE has summer gone? I am 
sure that I am not the only per¬ 
son asking that question after 
those blistering hot days that 
now seem like a memory of last 
summer rather than this one! 

As we approach the longest day 
our gardens are running at full speed 
ahead and as well as the roses and her¬ 
baceous plants doing their stuff there 
are some superb flowering trees. 

You might not see them in every gar¬ 
den but if you have space they are worth 
seeking out or if you don’t have room then 
go and see them at a garden or arboretum 
while they last. 

My premier choice of summer flowering 
tree is Magnolia obovata (syn hypoleuca) 
which is an extremely handsome and grace¬ 
ful tree which hails from Japan. It grows in 
moist soils in and at the edge of woodland. 

The young shoots have a purplish tinge 
when they emerge and the very large leaves 
are held at the end of the shoots. 

It is a tree worth growing for the leaves 
alone but the real wow are the flowers 
which are large; up to 20cm across; creamy 
white with a central boss of crimson sta¬ 
mens and very fragrant. 

The smell is like a mixture of honey and 
gardenias and on a still evening with a little 
warmth and moisture the scent can carry a 
great distance. 

Spreading 

Japan and Korea are also host to another 
stunning summer Magnolia. Magnolia sie- 
boldii which is more of a spreading shrub 
that produces nodding white flowers like an 
upturned teacup. 

The flowers can appear from May to Au¬ 
gust though it depends on the summer but 
the fruit clusters which are bright red are 
spectacular. 

If I have chosen two magnolias from Asia 
then I have to choose one from America 
though not just for balance. Magnolia mac- 
rophylla would make it onto anybody’s top 
ten list. 

Coming from the south eastern USA it 
has perhaps the largest leaves of any decid¬ 
uous plant that is hardy in the UK. These 
leaves can often exceed two feet in length, 
are somewhat glaucous beneath and need 
a little protection from the wind as they 
can tear. The flowers are like upright white 
candles marked with purple at the base and 
carry a spicy fragrance. 

Stewartia is a genus of trees which pro¬ 
duce camellia like flowers in summer. They 
prefer acid soil and although they like their 
tops in the sun they like their roots in the 
shade. Individually the flowers last only a 
short time, falling like snow beneath the 
tree. 

The flowers are produced in succession 
giving a longevity of interest. Added to

which the autumn colour can be spectacular 
and the bark which flakes in an interesting 
pattern gives winter interest. This is a good 
all rounder for many gardens. S. pseudoca¬ 
mellia is usually the one that is encountered 
by most visitors to the nursery or garden 
centre and is perhaps the best for general 
planting though if you come across the Ko- 
reana Group then you should buy it as it is 
an improvement over the straight species in 
many ways. 

Whereas Stewartia is not fragrant, Sty¬ 
rax japonicus is exceptionally fragrant 
small tree which often has a semi pendant 


habit adding an extra element of grace. 
Not that this plant needs too much help to 
look graceful. The clusters of bell shaped 
white flowers with prominent yellow an¬ 
thers which hang on the underside of the 
branches are dainty and the tree is hardy. 
It is best planted where it can be admired 
close up or better still where you can look 
up into the flowers. There are a number of 
purple leaved cultivars which can be found 
at the more specialist nurseries including 
‘Purple Dress’. The flowers on many of 
these are tinged pink which only adds to 
their charm. 


Finally, spare a thought for those opening 
their gardens for the NGS. The yellow book 
scheme raises huge amounts of money for 
very worthwhile charities and the garden¬ 
ers who open their gardens work very hard. 

Whatever the weather I would urge any¬ 
body to go out and support a garden which 
is open for charity, for whatever charity. 
Indeed a visit in adverse weather can be ex¬ 
tremely instructive as the better the garden 
the better it stands up to scrutiny even in 
the rain. 

You might even encounter some of these 
wonderful summer flowering trees!

Deadly but 
beautiful... 


YOU may well think that a spe¬ 
cies of plant or animal that 
caused death via nausea, weak¬ 
ness, fainting and heart failure, 
would not be high on the list of 
welcomed garden visitors. 

Yet when that organism’s morbid 
bio-chemical attributes are married 
with an outward appearance of classic 
beauty, it is the latter that seems to 
win out, and quite right too. 

The foxglove is, unlike many of our most 
attractive garden plants, actually a native 
of Europe. It can be found just as at home 
in the hedgerows and fields of Britain as 
it can in her cultivated gardens. But there 
is a difference in the cultivated and wild 
versions; domesticated forms often show 
flowers completely surrounding the central 
spike, in contrast to the wild form, where 
the flowers only appear on one side. 

Splendour 

And let’s face it, there isn’t another 
flower that quite says ‘English country cot¬ 
tage garden’ like a foxglove does. Yet the 
foxglove has long been known as much for 
its high toxicity as for its refined splendour 
in early summer. 

All parts of the plant contain cardiac 
glycoside digitoxin which affects muscle 
tissue and circulation. Unintentional and 
improper use can cause the aforementioned 
heart failure in extreme cases but it is 
widely used today in treatments of various 
heart conditions. And if you were unlikely 
enough to garnish your salad with foxglove 
leaves as opposed to lettuce, you, or your 
dinner guests would be given a chance of re¬ 
demption for the toxins first induce nausea 
and vomiting within minutes of ingestion, 
preventing the patient from consuming

more. But the really glory of the foxglove 
lies in and within those flowers; it is an 
excellent attractor of pollinators. From 
honeybees to hoverflies, from beetles to 
bumblebees and butterflies to moths, these 
plants are crucial for the health of our in¬ 
sect friends. 

Add to that the fact that it is also drought 
tolerant, shade tolerant and fast growing 
and you begin to see why you’re never far 
from a foxglove plant. Where it has been 
introduced into the States, it produces nec¬ 
tar for hummingbirds and is deer and pest 
resistant. 

However, we should perhaps be a little 
careful not to go too foxglove-crazy. Where 
it is not native, it spreads very quickly and 
is labelled an invasive species. Although 
they are very similar, I think it is important 
not to go around spreading the cultivated 
form all over the countryside. 

Like the buddleia, so adored by butterfly 
enthusiasts, the foxglove is quick to take 
seed at any opportunity and although it 
plays an important role in the health of 
both animal and plant species, its unnat¬ 
ural presence means other natural species 
are smothered out. 

So whereas to try and merge the bound¬ 
ary between garden and wilderness is al¬ 
most always a positive attitude to have, 
perhaps, in the case of the foxglove, we can 
enjoy it separately in both its habitats.

Work to develop 
urgent rural care 
making progress 

WORK to develop rural urgent care in Shropshire has been 
given the green light by health officials. 

Although there are no plans to build any new dedicated 
urgent care centres, health bosses said they are working to 
develop a plan for all five of the rural areas of the county. 

The five locations are Ludlow, Bridgnorth, Bishops Cas¬ 
tle, Whitchurch and Oswestry. 

An update was given to the programme board of NHS 
Future Fit when it met at Meeting Point House in Telford. 

During this meeting it was agreed Future Fit officials 
would announce a prototype this summer and implement 
that later in the year. Discussions will also continue to be 
held in other areas across the county about how to tailor 
urgent care around existing facilities. 

Dr Stephen James, Shropshire CCG GP board mem¬ 
ber and clinical director, said: “We know that not enough 
people can access urgent care close to their home in rural 
Shropshire and parts of Mid Wales. 

“We want to enhance the range of services people can get 
without travelling to a hospital and we also want to make 
those services more accessible and easier to understand. 

“There will not be a ‘one size fits all’ approach. We will 
work with partners, including patients, GPs, the commu¬ 
nity trust and Shropdoc, in each area and work out how 
we can tailor a solution for each location, beginning with 
the prototype, which we aim to start detailed work on very 
soon.” 

Options will include increased access to diagnostic test¬ 
ing in rural areas. This could allow tests to be taken and 
results to be processed in doctor’s surgeries or at home, 
rather than having to be sent to a hospital laboratory. 

There could also be enhancements to existing facilities, 
including minor injuries units, so that more patients use 
them. Work is also carrying on with Community Fit, the 
programme to support people to live at home and manage 
long-term conditions, with closer integration of health and 
social care. David Evans, Shropshire CCG’s interim ac¬ 
countable officer said: “There is a lot of work being under¬ 
taken in each of the five localities. We are quite clear that 
the solution we are looking for should have local input and 
local support. 

“And we are also clear that if we are bringing services 
closer to where people live then resources will need to 
follow. People need to have the confidence that they can 
access the care they need closer to home whatever their 
needs, whether it is accessing urgent help for treatment to 
an injury or managing a long-term medical condition while 
they live at home.”

CREATURES great and small 
wreak havoc on the streets of 
New York in Chris Renaud and 
Yarrow Cheney’s colourful com¬ 
puter-animated romp. 

Employing a similar framework to Toy 
Story, The Secret Life Of Pets imagines 
what our four-legged, feathered and finned 
friends get up to when our backs are 
turned, suggesting the fun begins when we 
go to work or school. 

A Jack Russell and an affection-starved 
mongrel replace Woody and Buzz Lightyear 
as the feuding central characters, whose 
rivalry mellows into mutual affection when 
they are separated from their owner. 

Screenwriters Ken Daurio, Brian Lynch 
and Cinco Paul have great fun in early 
scenes, revealing how a dachshund uses 
his owner’s food mixer as a back massager 
or one tiny dog performs acrobatic leaps 
to water a hanging basket with a cock of 
its leg. 

The central concept isn’t original, but 
there’s an infectious charm to every shiny 
frame of this well-groomed picture, which 
mercilessly exploits our affection for the 
critters that share our homes. Katie (voiced 
by Ellie Kemper) lives in her Manhattan 
apartment with a mischievous terrier named 
Max (Louis CK). 

“Our love is stronger than words or 
shoes,” explains Max, referring to his 
penchant for chewing his owner’s footwear 
when he was a puppy in training. 

He is good friends with other domesticat¬ 
ed animals and birds including a pampered 
Eskimo dog named Gidget (Jenny Slate), 
who is head over fluffy tail in love with Max, 
and a sardonic house cat named Chloe 
(Lake Bell), who nurtures a healthy disdain 


for anything that doesn’t enrich her selfish 
existence. 

“Dog people do weird, inexplicable 
things,” she purrs, “like they get dogs 
instead of cats.” 

Max’s bond with Katie is threatened when 
his owner brings home a lolloping mongrel 
named Duke (Eric Stonestreet), who she 
has saved from the pound. 

Intense rivalry spills out onto the city 


streets where Max and Duke fall foul of a 
sphynx cat called Ozone (Steve Coogan) 
and are mistaken for strays by animal 
control officers. The snarling enemies are 
rescued by a maniacal white rabbit named 
Snowball (Kevin Hart), who pressgangs 
them into service in his army of unwanted 
animals, who live in the sewers. 

Behavioural tics of each breed are mer¬ 
cilessly exploited for slapstick laughs and 


co-directors Renaud and Cheney maintain 
a brisk trot to ensure young audiences 
don’t go for walkies in the middle of the 
film. The main feature is accompanied by a 
cute animated short entitled Mower Minions 
in which the gibberish-spouting sidekicks 
tend the lawn of elderly neighbours. 

Alas, the diminutive do-gooders are 
yellow fingers and thumbs, propagating 
plentiful guffaws and giggles.

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Ticks all the right boxes

The Grand C4 Picasso is the Cit¬ 
roen with the futuristic look and 
easily the most spacious vehicle 
I have driven in the MPV class. 

There could have been no better choice 
of vehicle when needing a big and comfort¬ 
able car for a weekend break for four, which 
included golfing and shopping. The Grand 
C4 ticked all the right boxes and proved 
just why it has been picking up awards from 
those in the industry who know what they 
are taking about. 

The Grand C4 is the longer, seven-seater 
version of the C4 Picasso and the resem¬ 
blance are obvious despite design changes 
around the windscreen and rear pillars. The 
changes mean you feel more like you are 
sitting in a gigantic goldfish bowl than even 
before. 

There’s lots of opposition in this class 
with the likes of Kia Carens, Ford S-Max 
and Renault Grand Scenic but really they 
are all playing catch-up - distinctive looks, 
a revolutionary cockpit and enough space 
to handle two electric golf trolleys, two sets 
of golf clubs, weekend break cases and two 
days of shopping bags mean the C4 leads 
the way. 

It’s easy to see why the awards have 
been flooding in. MPV buyers want space 
and flexibility and the C4 Picasso has all the 
answers. 

All manufacturers beast how easily their 
folding rear seats work while in reality it can 
be a nightmare. Citroen have mastered the 
art and you won’t find a better option. 

It’s all done at the flick of a switch and you 
get a completely flat surface too. 


On the downside you won’t get much lug¬ 
gage in if you need to make use of all seven 
seats. With the rear seats in place there really 
is only room for a couple of small children 
and a couple of weekend bags - certainly 
not the golf clubs. 

The first thing you notice once inside the 
cabin is the obvious lack of dashboard but¬ 
tons with most of the controls contained in 
the 12-inch touchscreen infotainment sys¬ 
tem which dominates the dashboard. 

More and more manufacturers are go¬ 
ing down this road though I am still not 
convinced it’s the way forward. Personally I 
find the system more of a distraction when 
driving than a help, though I would probably 
adapt after a couple of weeks. 

There is a real quality feel inside though 
and while some might not like the exposure 
you get from the goldfish bowl style sweep¬ 
ing glass front and roof and huge windows I 
found it a real plus point. 

In terms of engines, there’s a choice of 
three diesels - two 1.6-litre BlueHDi units 
and a more powerful 2.0 BlueHDi. If you pre¬ 
fer petrol power, there are PureTech 130 and 
THP 165 engines, though a blend of power 
and economy would suggest the diesels will 
be the better seller across the range. 

Comfort and space is more important than 
handling in the MPV market but you don’t 
feel at any risk when cornering at speed 
with the Grand C4 and you get active cruise 
control, a quality reversing camera and blind 
spot warning you help you feel more relaxed. 

You can choose between VTR, VTR+, 
Selection, Exclusive and Exclusive+ trims, 
and all versions come with remote central 
locking, LED daytime running lights, alloy 
wheels, front and rear electric windows and 
cruise control.

Exclusive models add luxuries like sat- 
nav, reversing camera and keyless entry, 
as well as the larger 12-inch digital display 
in place of an instrument cluster. 

For those drivers interested in protecting 
the planet Citroen has developed a Blue 
HDi version which produces only 98g/km 
emissions and returns over 70mpg, which 
means no road tax, low fuel bills and big 


benefits for the company car driver. And 
there’s probably a price to suit just about 
every pocket with the range starting at 
£20,195 and topping out at £28,925. 

For me the Citroen Grand C4 Picasso 
has always been the best seven-seat MPV 
on the market and this latest model has 
only widened the gap between the oppo¬ 
sition.

THE New Saints are confident 
they can finish the job next 
Tuesday despite carving a slen¬ 
der first leg advantage to take 
to the return leg of their Cham¬ 
pions League qualifier with San 
Marino outfit Tre Penne. 

Although they dominated right from the first 
whistle, the Welsh Premier champions could only 
manage a 2-1 victory at rain-drenched Park Hall 
due to a combination of wasteful finishing and 
excellent goalkeeping. 

But such was their domination in the first 
qualifying round tie, that the Saints will be back¬ 
ing themselves to prevail in the return at San 
Marino’s Stadio Fonte dell’Ovo as they look to 
set up a meeting with Cyprus champions APOEL 
Nicosia in the next round. 

The only disappointment for last season’s tre¬ 
ble winners was not effectively settling the tie in 
the first leg, after seeing a number of good oppor¬ 
tunities going to waste against the competition’s 
lowest seeds. Boss Craig Harrison admitted his 
TNS side should have made the scoreline more 
emphatic, but was happy enough with the victory 
against Tre Penne. 

Chances 

“We’re certainly pleased with another Cham¬ 
pions League win at home, but we’ve had some 
good chances and on another day we could prob¬ 
ably have scored five or six,” he said. 

“We conceded a terrible goal, coming four or 
five minutes after we had scored, but apart from 
that we did really well. 

“It was frustrating as we dominated the game, 
passed the ball well, and created plenty of oppor¬ 
tunities. Had we got a third, the floodgates may 
have opened, but it is what it is. 

“We are used to teams coming here and bank¬ 
ing up, and we know we need to be patient. You 
can have all the possession and chances, but what 
counts is putting the ball in the net.” 

Harrison will ponder whether to make changes 
to his starting line-up, with the Saints likely to 


be afforded more space in the return leg as Tre 
Penne need to push forward if they are to retrieve 
the tie. 

“The second leg will be a different kind of game 
as they’ve got to look to score and win the game, 
which may play into our hands a bit more as the 
game will be more stretched,” added Harrison 

“With the pace we’ve got, I always fancy us to 
score goals, and we’ll be gong over there to win 
the game.” 

Minnows Tre Penne went into the rain- 
drenched tie at Park Hall having conceded 36 
goals in their previous eight outings on the Eu¬ 
ropean stage. 

But the Summariness team packed their de¬ 
fence, and kept their hopes alive with an away 
goal from Stafano Fraternali, either side of home 
strikes from Scott Quigley and Jamie Mullan, 


with all the goals coming in the first half. 

TNS debutant midfielder Jon Routledge, who 
arrived from Dumbarton earlier this month, had 
an excellent debut in the heart of the action. 

“Jon was fantastic, he looked as though he been 
playing with the side for years instead of making 
his debut,” said Harrison. 

Should they progress, TNS will face a far 
tougher prospect against Cyprus champions 
APOEL Nicosia in the second qualifying round. 

The Cypriots are the country’s most successful 
club with an overall tally of 25 championships, 21 
cups and 13 super cups. 

Their biggest achievement in the European 
competitions came in 2012 when reaching the 
group stages of the Champions League before be¬ 
coming the only Cypriot club to reach the quar¬ 
ter-finals.
